In the United States flab poisoning is 


most frequently due to decomposition 
in canned fish. The most prominent 
symptoms ar« nausea, vomiting and 
purging. Sometimes there la a scarla- 
tinous rash, which,' may cover the 
whole body. The writer baa studied 
two outbreaks of this kind of fish poi- 
soning. In both Instances canned salm- 
on was the cause of tbe trouble. Air 
though a discussion of the treatment of 
food poisoning is foreign to this paper, 
the writer must call attention to the 
danger in tbe administration of opi- 
ates in cases of poisoning with canned 
flsh. 


Vomiting and purging are efforts on 


the part of nature to remove the poi- 
son and should be assisted by tfte stom- 
ach tube and by irrigation of thu colon. 
In one of the cases seen by the writer 
large doses of morphine had been ad- 
ministered In order to check tbe vom- 
iting and purging and to relieve tbe 
pain. In this case death resulted, '.tbe 
danger of arresting the elimination of 
the poison in all cases of food poiso u- 
ing cannot be too emphatically con*- 
demned.—Victor O. Vaughan In Pop- , 
ular Science Monthly.

About Caper*. 


"About 8,000 kegs aud barrels of ca- 


pers, a small, sour berry resembling in 
color and shape a green pea, are an- 
nually Imported Into the United States 
from Spam and France," said a whole- 
sale dealer in all sorts of foreign con- 
diments in New York to tbe writer re- 
cently. "Capers grow on a bush, and 
are extensively used by all classes of 
cooks in this country for garnishing 
salads and making a sauce which Is 
usually served with boiled mntton and 
other meats. There are four sizes of 
capers. Tbe smallest are commercially 
known as nonpareils and tbe three oth- 
er sizes are called capuclnes, capotes 
and surflnes. The smallest capers are 
the most desirable and bring tbe most 
money. Very few capers are imported 
in glass. They are shipped to America 
in kegs and barrels, holding from 15 .to 
40 gallons of tbe berries in brine or 
vinegar. The work of bottling the ca- 
pers is done by the wholesale dealers."

JJKWLANOS' 8PEKCHONTOBMONKI 


QUESTION. 


Tbe JOUBNAL a few days ago received 


a copy of Hon. Francis Q. Newlands' 
speech, mode In the House of Repre- 
sentatives DBoembar 12th last, upon a 
bill entitled "To define and fix the 
standard of value to maintain the 
parity of all forms of money issued or 
coined by the United States, and for 
other purposes." Other purposes not 
mentioned are a contraction of the 
money currency at the will of the na- 
tional banks by giving them absolute 
cootrol of the motey of the country, 
giving power to 
organized capital, 


through the money system of tho 
country, to control industries and the 
Industrial people of the country- 


Mr. Newlands, while reviewing tho 


contention between gold standard ad- 
vocates and bimetalliatB, made a state- 
ment of the causes that establish the 
contention of bimetalllsts to be the 
only correct money theory, which in- 
cludes free coinage of gold and silver 
in unlimited quantities, as they are 
taken from mines containing these 
metala, which coinage would place the caee 
country upon a metallic money baste, 
which is a true and correct theory and 
the Only reasonable basis upon which 
a stable monetary system could be 
made. 


The check or credit system Is foreign 


to the purpose in money and commer- 
cial uaage to give stability to money 
exchange Interests demanded by the 
industrial and commercial interests of 
the world. Tbe claim made by gold 
standard advocates that gold is suffl- 
ciert for exchange purposes because 
of on increased output from the mines 
of tho world, establishes the conten- 
tion of bimetallism 
for plenty ef 


money, because the continued increas- 
ing demand for more money as com- 
merce expands has consumed gold as 
speedily as it was given to the markets 
and the demand continues for more 
money. 


Mr. Newlands reviews the panics of 


1873 and 1S93 and the causes that pro- 
duced them. The cause of the panic 
of 1873 was a continued decrease in 
the gold product of the world and the 
demonetization of silver in that year 
The (aosea for the panic of 1893 was 
tho repeal of the Sherman act by 
Cleveland and the passage of the Wil- 
eon tariff aot. 


While Mr. Newlands gives credit to 


Congress for the repeal of the Sher- 
man aot and the passage of the Wilson 
bill, the exaot trnth is that Cleveland 
caused the work to be done by Con- 
gress. 


When McKinley was elected to the 


presidency, Republicans wore of the 
opinion that matters would change for 
tne tetter, but the blanket that Cleve- 
land had placed over the country and 
its industries continued to cover the 
land 
The Umgley tariff 
act was 


passed, which was claimed would re- 
move the evils th»t were upon industry 
and commerce, but no relief oame to 
the 
people 
and 
the 
depression 


continued till MoKmley (as is believed 
by the editor of the Gazette') caused 
good crops in the United States and 
bad crops hi other parts of the globe, 
which caused money to Sow into the 
United States to the relief of the 
country, then bank credits increased 
and gold flowed into the treasury. 


During this panic nud in all panics 


the deposits in the banks bad been 
largely withdrawn which caused the 
banks to call in their loans which 
brough^ the crash that involved the 
industries of the country. Values de- 
preciated and men who were possessed 
of large property interests were closed 
out and given an opportunity to again 
bcgm the struggle or life. 


Mr. Newlands when presenting the 


position of bimetalists said their claim 
is, that the world needs all the gold 
and all the silver that baa been and 
will be produced to meet the demands 
of ttiB industrial 
and commercial 


world. That the vital question before 
the world is a sufficient supply of 
money which will be better supplied 
from two eonrces tban from one. 
That a raise in prices Increase pros- 
perity anci plenty of money increase 
prices and plenty of money cannot be 
bad from oue source of supply. That 
the claim of bimetallists is established 
to be correct by the increase of money 
in the country from good crops and 
large sales abroad. That plenty of 
money is the key to success and all it 
includes. 


Tbe metallic stock of silver in the 


country for use is about sis hundred 
millions and the stock of gold is about 
nice hundred millions and the bill be- 
fore Congress provides that the six 
hundred millions of silver shall be re- 
deemed in gold by the Treasury under 
the head of exchange, which will have
